There ate ncjt many islands with a 


raoro.stormy or more heroic histery .than 
that of. Crete. In remote antiqtuty it 
wns tho rsxlotibtable "isle of one hun- 
dred cities" and had an-illuBtrious line- 
of kings, among who were Khadaman- 
thus, Minos and 'Idomenens. The last 
named led a fleet of SO ships to assist in, 
tbo. conquest of Troy and was the last 
of what wo may call the. legendary 
kings. .After him a gap of several cen- 
turies occurs,' and when the record is re- 
sumed it is no longer fable, but authen- 
tic history. 


At tho time of the Persian invasion 


cf "recce tho island was populous and 
piv~i;erous. It was divided into several 
independent republics, "which, like those 
of peninsular Hellas, were not always 
in poaco and friendship with each'bthcr. 
They kept free from foreign-wars, how- 
ever, except as they voluntarily furnish- 
ed mercenary troops to whichever side 
would pay the best for them. This was 
done in both the Persian and Pellopon- 
ncsian wars, when the Cretan archers 
were as noted and as dreaded as those 
of merry England in later days. 


The prowess of iho, aucie'nt Cretans 


and their insular position kept them 
free from invasion down almost to the 
Christian era. While the eaglqs of Borne 
"flapped wide wings in fiery flight" 
over nearly all else of the_kuown world 
that island retained its independence. 
Indeed it was only through intestine 
quarrels that it was at last subdued. 
Some 70 years before the Christian era 
Rome took advantage of the prevailing 
discord iu Crete to invado the island, on 
tho pretest that tho .Cretans had given 
aid and comfort to Mithridates and had 
ill treated some Roman soldiers. The 
first army, was repulsed and almdst an- 
nihilated by the Cretans. 


But Rome was determined to achieve 


tho conquest if it took the whole -power 
of her empire. Army after army was 
sent, and aftor'three years of desperate, 
fighting Rome prevailed. For. tho'ftrst' 
time in her history Crete became, in 68 
B. O., subject to an alien master, From 
thct day to tlio" present, for more than 
1900 years, she .has been a conquered 
province, never once regaining tho inde- 
pendence so Icug i.jjiinlaincd and so 
relnelnntly" relinquished.—New York 
Tribune.

THE S3NATE CONSIDERS THE 


CUBAN QUESTION " 


Of Metfs 


DERIDING 


The fact that Nevada favors tho free 


aud unlimited coinage of silver at the 
historic ratio of 10 to 1 by the United 
States without waiting for the consent 
of foreign nations has made it the 
target for the abuse and vilification of 
several eastern newspapers nud poli- 
ticians. The pretext for thia is that 
Nevada has not sufficient population to 
entitle it to Statehood and representa- 
tion in the Senate of the United States. 
Tao remedy suggested is that the State 
bt) relegated to a territorial condition 
so that It shall nob havo a vote in Oon- 
gjess or in the election of a President 


On the last day of October, 18(5-1, Ne- 


vada was admitted into the galaxy of 
S tot03 by proclamation of President 
Lincoln.' At the first State election 
held November 6,1866, the total vote 
fur Congressman was 6,157, which WHS 
8,620 less than was polled for Congress- 
man at the election in November, 1896. 
Kb objaction waa made to the ^admis- 
sion of Nevada aa a State, though its 
voting population waa much leas than 
It is now and President Lincoln re- 
ferred in complimentary terms to the 
young State, which was furnishing gold 
and silver for the support of the Gov- 
ernment during the war, when the East- 
ern gold kings refused to let the Gov- 
' ernmentrhave a dollar in coin for less 
than two or three dollars in interest- 
bearing bonds or Government notes. 
Then Nevada with'its 0,000 voters was 
not reviled and it was willingly ad- 
mitted into the Union as a sovereign 
State. Now, though its voting popula- 
tion has increased 35 per cent, they 
would deprive it of Statehood because, 
forsooth, it does not acquiese in the 
policy of making the United States a 
financial dependency of Great Britain. 


Bat as proof of the insincerity of the 


blatant hypocrites, who would deprive 
Nevada of Statehood because of its 
scant population, it is only necessary to 
revert to the admission of Idaho and 
Wyoming. These Slates, with few if 
any more inhabitants than Nevada, but 
at the time of their admission believed 
to be inline with the policy of the gold 
men, were invited to enter tbo Union. 
The matter of population was not con- 
sidered by the p.arty in power, as it 
wantod to strengthen its position re- 
gardless- of all other considerations. 
Now the leaders of this same party are 
hating themselves because the citizens 
of Idaho and Wyoming, like those of 
Nevada will not bow submissively to 
the gold trust and obey its mandates. 


But what would be the condition of 


several "of the New England States if 
they were treated by the General Gov- 
ernment as are the States west of the 
Missouri ? Would they.be-more popu- 
lous than Nevada, Idaho and Wyoming 
if the products of their factories were 
treated as are the product of the silver 
mines of the West?

cipal industry of the silver producing 
States has been plac-sd at the tender 
mercy of the money kings of Europe ? 
What if the products of the looms of 
New. England had to find a market in 
Europe by reason of hostile legislation 
on the part of Congress, as the product 
of the silver mines of the West have to 1 
Would not the manufacturing towns of 
that country be abandoned as many of 
the farms.now are ? Restore •silver to 
the place which .it occupied w.hen.Ne- 
vada became a State, and of .which it 
was deprived by hostile legislation, 


• and Nevada will double its population 


within a year and be one of the best 
customers that New England can' find 
for its products.
